fave been mastered at their source so 
teeth decay can be attacked at source 
-and when this information has been 
disseminated and put. into practical 
use future generations may once a- 
gain enjoy sound teeth and the great 
er measure of good health they bring 
which nature intemded the human 
family should enjoy. 

“Being sick is expensive” said Dr 
Thomson and accompanying that re- 
mark was its synchronic counterpart 
“Being well costs nothing’’ Men and 
women are sick because they have 
not learned ‘how to live to be well 
end that surely should be the supreme 
knowledge of life; the first duty to 
ourselves and equally the first duty to 
the State. 

The speaker made mention of the 
fact that recruiting for the Great 
War revealed the alarming fact that 
during the early stages of the war, 
two out of five were rejected as being 
unfit for service. When conscription 
was applicd the vercentage was very 
much higher. It wes because of this 
revelation that governments became 
increasingly concerned that its man- 
tood should be healthy, 

At the present time the various 


government health bureaus are en-| 


deavoring to tell the citizens facts 
which are necessary to thcir health. 
Serums and vaccines are distributcd 
free of cost. Clinics dealing with cer 
tain forms of disease are being estab 
| ished as government 


torced. Sanitariums and mental hos 
pitals are being built and maintained 
as state institutions and indications 
point to a further devclopment of 
this state crusade against disease. 
Only a few years ago tuberculosis 
was known under the more common 
cognomen of the “White plague” and 
those afflicted were practically sur- 
rendered to the inevitable fate which 
awaited them, Today preventative 
measures are takon which arrcst this 
Gread disease in its incipient stages 
and the state has reclaimed  thou- 
sends from disease. The anti-tuber- 
' culosis league did a magnificient work 
jin this direction. So other ongehiza 
tions have sprung up, such’ as the 
-peace time work of the Red Cross, 
\the International Mental Hygiene 
Council, and disease is being attack 
ed at its source by preventive mea- 
y sures and by the dissemination of infor 
| mation which shows people how to be 
Sealthy. 
’ In consort with these many other 
movements the Oral Hygiene Council 
of Canada came into being with the 
express purpose of carrying on a 
campaign for better mouth healta, 
health showing the contributory’ caus 
es to teeth decay what diet is neces- 
sary for-sound tecth, what chemical 
elements are necessary to produce 
and maintain the enamel crown on 
‘teeth which nature provides for their 
protection, what is the result when 
this crown is pvnctvred and decay 
commences the disintegration of the 
teeth, what steps to take to arrest 
that decay what pre-natal conditions 
are necessary to provide offspring 
with the necessary chemical elements 
to provide sound teeth and so on. 
First of all the truth must be firm- 
ly implanted in the minds of the cit! 
zens that sound teeth render normal 
conditions, that there no reason 


| 

is 
why any person should have unsound 
teeth providing they are given a 
chance before birth and they apply 
thorough hygiene knowledge in the 
years of understanding.
